Captain Barr Tries to Get Line

Fishguard, Oct. 11.—Fire In a raging 
storm in mid-Atlantic on Thursday 
destroyed the liner Volturno on her 
voyage from. Rotterdam to New York, 
with a loss of either 136 or 236 of her 
passengers and crew. : 

Ten other liners called by wireless 
te the rescue were standing by, unable 
to avert the tragedy owing to the 
mountainous seas. f 

Again the wireless played a leading 
part in the drama. By its means and 
through the heroism of those who re- 
sponded to the call the lives of 521 of 


those on board the Volturno were 
saved. UF ; 
Officials of the Uranium line de- 


clared this morning that those on 
board included 24 cabin and 540 steer- 
age passengers, with a crew of 93 
making a total of 657. The wireless 
dispatch ‘received from the Carmania 
said that 521 had been saved and 236 
had lost their lives. This makes a 
total of 757, or just 100 more than the 
number given by the company. 

Checking from all available sources 
would indicate that an error in the 
wireless. transmission of thé figures 
has been made, and that the lower 
total, 136, is correct. 

London, Oct, 11—The Uranium Line 
steamer Volturno from Rotterdam for 
New York, with several hu:.dred pas- 
sehgers aboard, is reported abandoned 
efre at sea, Two hundred passengers 
reported lost. 

Fishguard, Eng., Oct. 11—-Wireless 
messages from the steamer Carprania 
report that the steazner Volturno with 
several hundred passengers aboard 
from. Rotterdam for New York was 
abandoned afire at sea. 

The steamer responded to the wire- 
Jess calls for help, and fought for 
hours during a gale to save the pas- 


sengers and crew from the burning 
steamer, which was abandoned, Oc- 
cupants of the six lifeboats were 


thrown into the sea when the boats 
were smashed against the steamer’s 
side, and “probably drowned. One re- 
port, by way of Liverpool, is that 236 
of the passengers and crew of the 
Volturno are missing.

SCENE OF CROWNINGS 


Yung Shai Kai Promises to In- 
troduce Reforms Gradually 
in Empire, 


Peking, Oct. 11—Yuan Shai. Kai 
was yesterday introduced into the of- 
fice of president of the Chinese re- 
publie and the ceremony of inaugura- 
tion was surrounded with castern bril- 
lianey, It was attended by througs of 
adstirguished Chinese and foreign of- 
fics diplomats and niitivary ollicors 
and took place 11 the interior of the 
Tai lie palace, in whieh many of the 
Ming and Ching emperors had been 
crowned. 

The choice of place of inauguration 
was 2 further encroachment on the 
princes of the emperor within the for- 
bidden city, The southern half of this 
extensive enclosure was opened to the 
guests, who traversed hall after hall 
and court after court toward the po- 
litical. residence of the little dethroned 
emperor. The ceremony was enacted 
in the yast building called the Tai Ho 
Tien, or hall of supreme peace, which 
sits high up on terraces of marble. 
and is decorated everywhere with dra- 
gons and imperial gold. It was here 
that the emperor formally received 
new year's greetings from the Man- 
chu and suzerain princess formerly. 

The Chinese officials present, as 
well as the priests of the various re- 
ligions, wore garments of colored silks 
of many hues, but the members of the 
Chinese parliament were dressed in 
western frock coats and silk hats, 
which ,they have adopted as their of- 
ficial costume. 

Many of the natives of ‘Turkestan, 
Tibet and Mongolia, and also some of 
the Chinese and Manchus, appeared 
still to feel ill at ease in their sombre 
garb, which they have so_ reeently 
chosen, instead of their former flow- 
ing robes, 

The chiefs of the foreign legations 
were carried to the ceremony like the 
president, in chairs on men's showld- 
ers, and during the inauguration the 
brilliant uniforms of the military of- 
ficers attached to the legation, -con- 
trasted strongly with the black of the 
Chinese deputies. 

Yuan Shai Kai wore a blue military 
uniform, He read his declarations, 
which were tantamount to taking the 
oath of office from the dragon dats 
of the emperor, over which repudli- 
can flags had been draped. 

After the delivery of the inaugur- 
ation address, the president, sur- 
rounded by the members of the for- 
eign legations, reviewed 10,000 trdops 
equipped in modern uniforms fron: the

It was not possible for the authorl- 
ties to limit the number of the Inyita- 
tions sent ‘to Japanese legation, and 
for this reason it was decided to re- 
duce the number all around, 

In spite of these precautions, {t was 
found that the rebels had succeeded 
in tainting the loyalty of the chief of 
Peking mounted police. This was 
discovered in time, and he was ar- 
rested and confessed that lie had been 
bribed to assassinate the president. 

President Yuan Shai Kat, in his in- 
augural address, avowed his intentlon 
of maintaining a firm and steady pol- 
icy. He expressed the opinion that 
the first principle of government was 
a clear definition and promulgation 
of its legal systems, and the establish- 
ment and maintenance of public order. 
After this, he said, in compliance with 
the requirements of time and cireum- 
stances, efforts should be to antte the 
people in their march along the path 
of progress. 

The president admitted his prefer- 
ence for conservative rather than ex- 
treme radical methods, first, because 
he did not desire to risk the welfare 
of the people, and secondly, because 
he thought the ancient teachings and 
traditions of China should not be 
wholly swept away. He referred to the 
restrictions which had not been allow- 
ed a free hand for the advance of the 
Interests of the nation, and asserted 
his intention of Introducing reforms, 
one by one, In the present conditien 
of China. 

Yuan Shai Kai then emphasized the 
necessity of education, especially of 
technical education—the former in 
order to promote China’s industrial re- 
sources, and the latter for the devel- 
opment of the natural assets of the 
nation, He likened China to @ man 
who possessed buried treasures and 
complained of poverty. 

After his inauguration, Yuan Shat 
Kal received Prince Pu Lun, former 
president of the national assembly, 
who, on behalf of the emperor, the 
Imperial family, and the Manchu peo- 
ple, offered his congratulations and ‘as- 
sured Yuan Shai Kai of Manchu good 
will and co-operation, 

The representatives of foreign pow- 
ers were then received by the president 
and on their behalf, Luis Pastor, the 
Spanish minister and dean of the dip- 
lomatic corps, offered felicitations and 
expressed confidence that under Yuan 
Sha Kais chief mayistracy tie cordial. 
ity of the relations between China and 
the foreign powers would increase, He 
said the strict observance of the trea- 
ties and usages would not only guar- 
antee the peace of China and the sta- 
bility of the republic, but would as-

FORALL BRITONS 


Right Hon, Herbert Samuel 
Makes Important Announce- 
ment at Montreal, 


BILL HAS BEEN DRAWN 
IN HOUSE OF COMMONS 


Uniformity to Prevail Through- 
out All Parts of the Brit- 
ish Empire, 


Montreal, Oct. 11.—The Right Hon. 
Herbert Samuel, British Postmaster- 
General, delivered his twenty-first and 
final speech in Canada to the members 
of the Canadian Club of Montreal yes- 
terday afternoon, when over 400 mem- 
bers were present at a luncheon given 
nt the Windsor Hotel. The President, 
Mr. Doble, introducing Mr. Samuel, said 
the EPritish post office combined in its 
vast organization not only postal busi- 
ness but the telegraph and tclephone 
service and therefore had the advantage 
of being able to make all its complaints 
to one head, the devoted Mr, Samuel, 
while the Canadian grumblers could 
distribute their favors over several 
different companies, 

Mr. Samuel, who was received with 
great enthusiasm, said: “The depart- 
ment over which I have the honor to 
preside is one of the main links that 
connect together the various portions 
of the Empire, and I have come to 
Canada not only to make speeches, but 
to see and learn Canadian conditions, 
and also to confer with the Canadian 
Fostmaster General, to devise with 
what means are in our power in order 
to draw still closer together those links 
and bonds. A year ago I co-operated 
with him in negotiating with the great 
sable companies, which resulted in very 
considerable reductions of the cable 
rates across the Atlantic, and especially 
were we successful in securing the lo- 
wering of the press rate from 5 to 
2 1-2 cents. per word, The conference 
that Il have had with him in the last 
few days will, I hope, result in the not 
distant future in further Improvement 
of one kind and another in the postal 
nnd telegraph services between our 
two countries, 

“When I last had the pleasure of 
meeting Sir Thomas Shaughnessy,” 
aaid Mr, Samuel, “he spoke of the 
need of improving the laws relating 
to naturalization jn the Dominion, and 
In the mother country, and a greater 
uniformity in our naturalization laws, 
And surely it 1s unreasonable, and in- 
deed an Improper thing, that a man 
may be naturalized and be regarded as 
a British subject in one portion of the 
Smpire, only to find if he travels to 
some other part and settles there he is 
regarded as an alien without the rights 
of Imperial citizenship. It has long 
been my desire, and has been advocated 
at Imperial conferences after Imperial 
conferences, that there should be sume 
greater measure of uniformity and that 
we should throughout the Empire lay

Knit together by the ties of 2 common language, &® common religion, with 
laws substantially identical, and governments whose basic principles are 
raised on the same substructure; the keynote of this demonstration 
should be the desire to draw these ties into closer harmony,

Has Just Been Discovered, 

Today marks. an jmportunt anniversary 
in the history. of journalism, for It was 
on the eleventh of October in the year 
4621 that the first real newspaper in iie 
English language was published. 

This ploncer Journal was the progenator 
of some 35,000 newspapers and periodicals 
now regularly published .in- the English 


language, Of these, about 20,000 are 
published in the United States, 10,000 in 
Great Brittain, over a thousand each In 
Canada and “Australla, and the remainder 
in Africa, India and other parts of the 
world. AS the newspapers of the world 
total only about 60,000, more than half 
are printed in English, 

Untii_a fow months ago it was thought 
that tho first English newspaper was “The 
Weekly News,” published in 1622, a copy 
of which {s preserved in the British) Muse: 
um, Just recently ‘there has been found 
In the collection of Charles ‘Feleky, of New 
York, a copy of the “Gorant or Weekly 
Newes, from Italy, Germany, -Hungarla, 
Polonia, Bohemia, — France and the Low 
Countries," which — bears the imprint, 
“London Printed for N, B,, October the 
11, 1021, Out of the Low Dutch Coppy.” 
This Indicates that the newspaper depended 
for its news on the journals which had 
been established some time before In Hol- 
land and Germany. The pioneer English 
newspaper contained only fourteen news, 
ag {t was a dangerous proceeding to. com: 
ment on domestic matters, The editor 
and publisher concealed his. identity be- 
hind the Inttlals “N, B,,"" and 1s supposed 
to have been elther Nathanlel Butter or 
Nicholas Bourne, both of whom wero 4 
little later openly connected with London 
journalism, :

SIxtloth Anniversary ‘of

Sullivan mean little, but they, with Jolin 
C, Heenean and Tom Hyer, were the great 
American fighters of that day, Like all 
of the pugillstic contests of that era, the 
fight was under London prize ring rules 
and with bare fists, Morrissey was the 
vietor after a bloody contest of 37 
rounds, 

The first bout for the heavyweight 
champlonship of America was pulled off 
in 1849 between Tom Hyer and Yankee

This week I had the pleasure of mak- 
fing a call upon Mrs. Bulyea and having 
a private view of Government House. 
After a few minutes conversation with 
His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, 
Mrs, Bulyea volunteered to show me 
the house and we strolled through the 
big hall, commenting upon the fine 
furniture, splendid hangings and com- 
fortable “Chesterflelds,” with plenty of 
cushions to give the homelike air cf 
hospitality which should always on- 
velope a hall, and then went to tho 
lovely pale Wedgéwceod blue drawing- 
oom, The color is well chosen, as the 
room in daylight is lighted by large 
Windows facing the west and with a 
pretty view of the river—-soft blue yel- 
vet rugs, and exquisite pale blue bro- 
caded furniture, comfortable roomy 
chairs, large sefas, with downy cush- 
fons in shades of pink and blue, and 
one or two of black, Just a suspicion 
of black to bring out the color of the 
room, An old-world air reveals itself in 
the mirror hung high above the fire- 


place, the gilded leather screen with |: 


scenes & la. Watteau painted upon it, 
and the gold-lacquered corner cabinets, 
Leaving this room we came into the 
ante-room,.which is furnished-in pink, 
a very decided contrast, but which 
muke a wonderful color scheme when 
the two rooms are thrown together. 

The. broad hall and stairways are 
carpeted with a dark crimson velvet 
carpet and lead to another large hall 
upstairs furnished in the same color, 
with cosy chairs and occasional tables. 
This hall leads directly to Mrs. Bul- 
yea's sanctum, a delightfully” bright 
homelike room, furnished in chintz, a 
fireplace and pretty view from the long 
low windows making {ft most attrac- 
tive. Tlere Mrs, Bulyea will move her 
personal belongings and will receive 
and entertain her “intimes.” The state 
apartments lead also from this main 
hall, and are so constructed that they 
can be shut off completely from the 
other rooms, making them quite a pri- 
vate suite, 

The sleeping rooms are large and: airy 
with bathrooms adjoining each. Mrs. 
Bulyca’s bedroom is done in English- 
chintz rose and grey rose velvet rugs, 
mahogany furniture and brass beds. 
The other bedrooms are In green, with 
light maple furniture, in rose with ma- 
hogany, and in grey and blue with 
white enamel. 

There are plenty of rooms to accom- 
modate a large number of visitors, a 
very essential arrangement, as in the 
old house it was almost an impossti- 
bility toe put up the Royal parties when 
they came from Ottawa on periodical 
visits. 

The dining room to which I was 
introduced last, is quite a formal 
room done in dark blue with panels 
of walnut almost’ reaching to ‘the 
celling, where It is finished with a 
dark paper In a conventional pattern 
of crimson flowers, Then there is the 
Massive table, sideboard and chairs of 
walnut upholstered in dark blue lea- 
ther, rich silver candelabra and other 
necessary silver to adorn the side- 
board, Everything in the room sug- 
gests solidity. 

When the inspection of the house 
was ended, Mrs. Bulyea, who has a 
most delightful way of telling things, 
gave a charming sketch of her sum- 
mer holiday in Honolulu, and particu- 
larly interesting was her account of a 
visit she paid to the deposed Queen 
of Hawail, Queen Liliuo Klani, who ts 
now an old woman of more than 70 
years, and who lives the life of just 
an “ordinary lady,” occasionally receiv- 
inj; a few friends or, as on this occas- 
jon, © distinguished stranger. 

Mrs. Bulyea loves photography, and 
showed me some of her “snaps” taken 
in this glorious island, and one beau- 
tiful photograph of a Hawalian boy 
which {s a great favorite of hers. 

Mrs. Bulyea has endeared herself to 
Edmonton by her gracious manner as 
the chatelaine of government houge, 
and by the great interest she has al- 
ways evinced In any movement for

VOLTURNG ON 
FIRE AND IS 
ABANDONED 


(Continued from Page One,) 


furiously in the gale that the abandon- 
ment of the steamer followed Thursday 
morning, 

A few details coming through — by 
wireless promise a graphic story of 
the fight made by the crews of the 
trans-Atlantic steamers who respond- 
ed to the Volturno’s call. The Vol- 
turne sailed from Rotterdam on Oc- 
tober 2 for New York, by way of Hali- 
fax, where it’ was due to stop next 
Monday. It is. believed the steamer 
carried 24 cabin passengers, 540 steer- 
age passengers, and a crew of 93 men, 

The wireless reports say that 521 
persons were saved, making 200 per- 
sons unaccounted for thus far. When 
the Carmania reached the vicinity of 
the Volturno at noon she found 
the forward end of the distressed ves- 
sel burning flercely. The flaming ship 
was at the same time rolling heavily, 
while her propellers were fouled with 
the boat's tackle in lowering her six 
lifeboats. 

It was learned by captain of the Car- 
mania that two out of six lifeboats had 
succeeded in getting safely away from 
the Volturno, The other four crowd- 
ed from stem to stern with passengers 
and members of the crew, had been 
smashed against the side of the ves- 
sel, and thelr occupants all thrown in- 
to the sea and drowned. 

In spite of the terrifle gale raging 
when she arrived near the Volturno, 
the captain of the Carmania had one 
of his lifeboats lowered to proceed to 
the Volturno to help in the rescue. 
The boat was launched with much dif- 
ficulty for even on the lee side of the 
Carmania the sea was terribly rough, 
and it was only by extraordinary ef- 
forts that the small craft was pre- 
vented from being smashed or capsiz- 
ed as she left the side of the ship. 

The Carmania’s lifeboat, in charge 
of first officer Gardiner, made a. gal- 
lant buc futile attempt to get along- 
side the doomed Volturno. After two 
hours' battle with the wayes, during 
which the Hfeboat lost all but three of 
her ours, the rest being broken or torn: 
from the hands of the crew, first 
officer Gardiner returned to the Car- 
mania, which he succeeded in making 
without loss of life or broken Imbs 
among the members of his boat's crew. 

Captain Barr, of the Carmania, then 
manoeuvred his big vessel very close 
to the Volturno, and finally got the 
Carmania's bow within 100 feet of the 
Volturno’s stern, It was found im- 
possible, however, to cast a line’ on 
board the Volturno, or to get anybody 
off her, 

It was a terrifying sight for the pas- 
sengers and crew of the Carmania to 
see so close to them the hundreds of 
passengers, including men, women)and 
children, horror. stricken, on the decks 
of the Volturno, and yet be unable to 
help them. Most of the passengers got 
into the ship's lifeboats, but 100 of 
them had gathered at the other end of 
the burning vessel, whose crew at the 
same time continued in vain to: fight 
the flre at her forward end. 

Captain, Barr, of the Carmania, in 
the .meanwhile, kept his wireless ap- 
paratus at work communicating with 


all vessels within the radius of his 
instruments, 
At 4 o'clock in the afternoon the 


Grosser Kurfuerst and the Seydlitz 
came in sight of these two. 

These two were joined Jater in 
the afternoon by the Kroonland, 

These two were joined later in the 
the Devonian, and Rappahannock, the 
Minneapolis Latouraine, and the Asian. 
Teh gale abated slightly towards night, 
and each of the succouring ships, as 
soon as was possibie for her to do so, 
put out boats, The waves, however, 
Were so high that although the small 
craft made some progress in the direc- 
tion of the Volterno, it was impossible 
for them to get alongside, and they re- 
turned to their ships in most cases 
doing this with the greatest difficulty 
owing to the overwhelming seas and 
the darkness. 

Tho Carmania kept her lights going, 
throwing the rays across the foaming 
seas in the quest for possible struggling 
swimmers, or life boats from the Vol- 
turno, 

At about 9 o'clock in the evening, 
when the darkness was at its blackest, 
flames burst through amidships of the 
volturno from her engine room, and 
coal bunkers. 

As the fire Hghted up the sky there 
followed an explosion which sent into 
the air burning wreckage. <A spectacle 
of the great vessel being consumed by 
fire with more than 500 souls on board, 
and surrounded by a fleet of huge 
lighted hulls crowded with thousands 
of spectators all anxlous but unable to 
help owing to the mountainous seas 
was terrifying. 

All that could be done by the would- 
be helpers was to throw overboard 
Trom their vessels dozens of Nghted 
lifebuoys and stand by in the hope of 
picking up some of those who had been 
cast into the sea: 

-\t twenty minutes past nine at night 
the wireless operator on board the Voi- 
turno had to turn over the connection 
of his tnstruments to the reserve bat- 
teries, as the fire had reached the 
boilers and the engine room, and had 
put the pumps and dynamos out of ac- 
tion. A few minutes later cries for 
help were heard rising from the water 
ner the Carmania, and then a man 
Who proved to be a steerage passenger 
of the Volturno, wearing a life-belt, 
was located by means of the search- 
Heht a short distance away tossed 
about by the sea. He was rescued, but 
ouly after one of the sailors of the 
Carmania had been lowered into the 
water with a life line which he placed 
around the walst of the exhausted man. 
Other eries were heard, but they grad- 
ually died away, and no further bodies 
er swimmers were seen. About mid- 
nieht a ray of hope came, for it was 
seen that the flames were net making 
hiueh headway aft the engine room, or 


at bulkhead of the Volturno, At day- 
break she was still floating with her 
great human cargo huddled in masses 
in her poop. The sea moderated cont 
siderably and a flotilla of boats go- 
thered round the stern of the Volturno. 

The Canadian Northern Telegraph 
company furnishes the following sum- 
mary: 

Fire-in raging storm in mid-ocean 
on Thursday destroyed the liner Vol- 
turno on its yoyage from Rotterdam to 
New York with loss of life of either 
186 or 236 of its passengers and crew. 
Ten other liners, called by wireless, 
Played a leading part in the drama, 
By its means and through the heroism 
of those who responded to the call, the 
lives of 521 were saved. ‘The Voltur- 
no, owned by the Canadian Northern 
SS. company, had been chartered 
to the Uranium line. Officials of the 
latter declared this morning that those 
on board included 24 cabln and 540 
steerage passengers with a crew of 938. 
The wireless received from the Car- 
mania said that 212 and 136 were lost. 
This makes a total of 757, or just 100 
more than the number on board, as 
given by the company checking from 
all available sources would {Indicate 
that an error in the wireless trans- 
mission of the figures had been made, 
and the lower total, 136, is correct. 

Steamer Built In 1906. 

The Volturno was built by Fairfield 
and company at Glasgow in 1906. She 
was 540 feet long with a 43-foot beam. 
Her gross tonnage was 2,581; net 2,- 
200. On this voyage she carried a car- 
go of 891 tons, consisting of non- 
combustible chemicals, manufactured 
cotton goods, mineral waters and li- 
quors. m4 
Company's Offices Beseiged. 

When Edward O. Thomas, general 
manager of the line’s offices nere, and 
Carl G. Foreman, general passenger 
agent, reached their desks shortly af- 
ter 9 o'clock this morning, they found 
their offices besieged by reporters, but 
were without any advices whatso- 
ever. 

They sent a cablegram to thelr gen- 
eral agent at Halifax, asking if he had 
received any word of the disaster, and 
at 9.30 were waiting for a reply. The 
Uranium line was without direct in- 
formation concerning the loss of the 
Steamer Volturno up to 9 o'clock this 
morning. They stated that, according 
to their information, she had on 
board 21 cabin passengers, 278 steer- 
age passengers for New York, and 268 
for Halifax, and a crew of 93 men. 

They had received from. Rotterdam 
a ist of 16 of the cabin passengers.

Indications were that there were ne 
native born Americans. or Canadians 
on the steamship Voltutno, An early. 
complete ipassenger ‘list Feceived here: 
from Rotterdam’ showed / that practic- 
ally all’on board were’ immigrants, 
mostly bound for Canada, " 

Of the steerage passengers bound for 
Halifax 210 were adults, 41 children: 
and 10 infants.. Only one cabin pas- 
senger was booked for Halifax, of 
the steerage passengers bound for New 
York 212 were adults, 33 children and 
three infants, The total number of 
young children and babies aboard was 
87. 

The Uranium line steamships, three 
in number until the Volturno was des- 


troyed, are controlled by the New 
Uranium Steamship Company, Ltd., 
and all fly the British flag. Besides 


the Uranium, ships are the Uranian 
and Campanelle, All ply between New 
York and Rotterdam, and on returning 
from Rotterdam touch at Halifax. 
Only two of the ships which aided in 
the rescue of the Volturno's passengers 
were  west-bound. They were the 
Kroonland, of the Red Star line, and 
the Rappahannock, owned by Furness, 
Withy and Co. The Kroonland left 
Dover for New York on October 6, and 
ordinarily makes, the trip in nine days, 
But because ‘of her stopping on this 
trip she will be delayed and will not 
reach here with the 90 of the Vol- 
turno's passengers she carries till after 
Wednesday, October 15, The Rappa- 
hannock, from London, was due at St. 
John, N.B,, about October 16, Under 
the circumstances her date of arrival 
will be moved up. She carries 19 of 
the Volturno’s passengers. The other 
vessels, all bound east carrying sur- 
vivors, are due approximately as fol- 
lows:

Steamer Inspected Last December 

New York, Oct. 11.—The Volturno 
sailed under an inspection certificate 
given it by the British Board of Trade, 
and was required only to come up to 
the British standards in fire protection 
and life saving apparatus. 

Tho last inspection here was made 
in December, 1912, when the Inspectors 
found the following Mfe-saving equip- 
ment. Fourteen wooden lifeboats, ca- 
pacity 600. Two collapsible lfeboats 
capacity 108. One folding boat Ber- 
thon type capacity 64. One ordinary 
life-boat, capacity 30; size life rafts, 
capacity 114. Total capacity 906, 

The total carrying capacity of the 
steamer was listed at 1504 persons in- 
cluding crew. 

Most of Passengers for Canada 

Fishguard, Oct. 11.—The emigrants 
aboard the Volturno were composed of 
Russians, Dalmatians, Poles and a few 
Germans, Most of them were bound 
for Canada.

Troops Surround Chamber. 

When the deputies were in their 
places, Minister of the Interior Aldape 
entered the chamber. Simultaneously 
several hundred federal troops lined 


up in front of the chamber. Senor 
Aldalpe took the platform = and = read 
the reply of President Huerta to the 


resolution warning him of the depu- 
intention to dissolve the parlia- 
ment and hold their sessions else- 
where, and demanding an investiga- 
the disappearance of Sener 
Dominguez. The reply said that 
President Huerta could) do no less 
than consider the resolution an act of 
unjustified aggression and transgres- 
sion of the rights of the other twa 
powers—the legislative and the courts, 
When the arrests were made a few of 
the leaders were placed in’ automo- 
biles, while the other deputies were 
loaded into street cars and taken to 
the penitentlary. 

Meanwhile similar demands to recant 
had been made upon members of tha 
senate who had concurred in the cham- 
ber’s resolution, A committee of 
senators called on President Huerta 
and signified their willingness to com- 


ply with his demands, Later the 
senators formally withdrew this ac- 
tlon, In anticipation of possible 


trouble heavy patrols of troops were 
on the streets last night. The rapid 
fire guns which were posted in the in- 
terior courts of the palace in Mebruary

UNITED STATES MAY 
RECLAIM TRACTS OF LAND 


Secretary Lane Will Recommend Ex- 
tensive Irrigation and Drainage 
Projects to Congress. 


Washington, Oct. 11—"The govern- 
ment could expend profitably in 10 
years 100 millions of dollars in.the re- 
clamation of arid, semi-arid and 
swamp lands located in that part of 
the country west of the Missouri 
river,” said Secretary Lane of the in- 
terior yesterday, on returning from 
his trip through the west. “The lands, 
once reclaimed, could be divided into 
farms of from 30 to 60 acres, every one 
of which would be taken up promptly,” 
Mr. Lane added. “This land neces- 
sarily must be reclaimed by the go- 
vernment. because private reclamation 
projects generally have proved fallures, 
except on small tracts. It {s my pur- 
pose to recommend to congress exten- 
sive irrigation and drainage projects, 
if it be possible to devise a practicable 
way of releasing. the money to carry 
them forward, It should be our en- 
deayour to turn the eye of the nation 
upon this arid land. I think it would 
be as fertile as any land that Hes out 
doors, and on it enough meat and 
erops could be raised to supply the 
entire country.” 

The secretary issued a statement 
late yesterday discussing his visit to 
the proclamation, project. 

“Throughout the west business con- 
ditions generally are good, I do not 
find the beet sugar and wool growers 
hopeless by any means. I talked to 
many of them and found them, broad- 
ly speaking, more interested in the 
currency question than the new tariff 
law."

EXPLOSION, SAY EXPERTS 
REMARKABLY CLEAN ONE 


Woman Struck on Head by) =—=<= 
Flying Stone, But Not Seti- 
ously Injured, 


Baltimore, Oct. 11.—While the cere- 
monies attending the practical comple- 
tion of the Panama canal were taking 
place yesterday, Lieut.-Colonel David 
De B. Galliard, who directed some of 
the most difficult’ engineering feats in 
the Culebra cut division, lay uncon- 
scious and dying in John Hopkins 
hospital here. 

The growth that is pressing against 
the brain cells of the dying man_ is 
said to be the product of eight years' 
arduous labor in the. tropical climate 
of the canal zone. While no. official 
statement can be secured at the hospi- 
tal, it is understood that Col. Galliard’s 
death is momenturily expected. 

Col, Galliard was born in Winsboro, 

C., in 1859. He was graduated from 
West Point in 1880, and sinca that time 
he has wun many honors in the en- 
gineering service, 

Washington, Oct. 11,.—The momen- 
tary touch of a@ key by the president 
of the United States yesterday sent a 
flash of electricity through a con- 
tinuous telegraph and cable connec- 
tion of 4,000 miles, setting off a gigan- 
tic blast of dynamite which exploded 
the Gamboa dyke, the last of the great 
physical barrier to water communica- 
tion in the Panama canal. 

It was an extraordinary feat of 
telegraphy, especially planned for the 
occasion. At precisely 2 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon President Wilson, by 
simply closing a telegraph key at the 
White House, sent the current over 
land and under sea, and just a few 
seconds later came a message inform- 
ing him that the explosion had been 
successful. 

A special circuit had been set up 
early in the day, and the telegraph 
companies stationed men at every 
point en route to guard the continuous 
connection and protect mechanical In- 
terference, A few minutes before 2 
o'clock Chief Operator FE. W. Smithers 
ut the White House talked to Galves- 
ton, Texas. 

“Is the cable ready?” he inquired, 
“Yes,” came the answer, and soon Gal- 
veston announced that ‘'Pa,” the tele- 
graph call of Panama city, was heard. 
By agreement the operator at the 
White House made four distinct dots. 
This gave the signal for the engineers 
at the Gamboa dyke to be in readiness 
for the flash. They waited 20 seconds, 
and on the dot President Wilson closed 
the key which sent the current into 
the dynamite apparatus. “There it is 
all over,’ smiled the president. “Gam- 
boa is busted.” 

The president sent Col. Goethals, 
engineer of the canal, a brief message 
of congratulations, and turned to those 
about him, happy in the thrill of the 
moment—for it brought anticipation 
of the step that will open to the world 
a shorter way between the Atlantic 
and Pacific, the dream of centuries. 

Panama, Oct. 11.—Between 3,000 and 
4,000 persons from the cities of Panama 
and Colon and various sections of the 
Canal zone journeyed to the scene to 


Dyke yesterday, and while the event of 
destroying the dike was spectacular to 
a degree and successful in its every de- 
tail, some disappointment was evinced 
because the entire dike was not des- 
troyed. Utter demolition yesterday was 
not carried out because of the fear that 
the concussion might damage the rail- 
road trestle crossing the cut near the 
San Miguel locks. The two remaining 
sections wi'l be dynamited at some fu- 
ture date, 

The muffled roar of the discharge of 
1,600 pounds of dynamite sent a shower 
of water, mud and rock high into the 
air, which spread out as it went up- 
ward, the whole’ heavily velled in a 
cloud of smoke, It’ wds considered 
among local dynamite experts a re- 
markably clean explosion. A section 
of the dike 70 feet wide was lifted 
bodily from its bed and its com- 
ponent parts scattered far and wide. 
The small stones rattled a noisy ac- 
compiniment on the tin roofs of nearby 
buildings, but none flew outside the 
danger zone. 

As water began to pour through the 
rent made by the explosion, whistles 
were tied down and the crowd sent 
up a great cheer. Not an obstruction 
was left in the opening, except some 
iron pipes which stuck up here and 
there. 

But there was only one accident—a 
Woman spectator was struck on. the 
head with a rock which was dislodged 
by another spectator from the hillside 
where she was watching the explosion. 
Her injury is not a serious one. 

Colonel Goethals was the recipient 
of a shower of congratulations. The 
first boat to enter the cut from the 
jake was a native canoe manned by two 
Americans. Shortly afterwards three 
launches successfully negotiated the 
rapid water over the gap. If the wa- 
ter covering the rent is deep enough, 
a dredge will be passed through into 
the cut next Monday.
